5. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: 

Claims 12-15 are allowable because the prior art of record neither 
anticipates nor renders obvious the limitations of the base claim 15 in 
combination as claimed, including: 

a third body layer juxtaposed with the second body layer and spaced from 
the first body layer, the third body layer having a third opening therethrough that 
is smaller than the second opening, wherein the flange of the slug is received 
between the first and third body layers. 

After carefully review the specification and the claims in the application 
and art search, considering what is claimed as a whole that the aforementioned 
limitations are believed to render said claim 15 and all claims dependent thereof 
patentable over art of record.
